THE DAT BEFORE THE CB088IN0. 
Daylight broke on Tuesday serene and 
apparently udpromising of great events; 
b ut 
it 
soon transpired 
that 
it 
was 
the day on which the active prepara­ 
tions 
for 
the 
passage of 
the 
river 
were to be concluded. 
From the Kus- 
sian batteries on the Eoum anian bank, 
along the entire line, cannonading began 
in earnest. 
The bombardment of Kust- 
ohnok had been dreadful np to this time 
and had tended to cause a general move> 
toent of Turkish troops toward that lo> 
cality. 


jaO H T ON TUE BIVEB’s BANK. 
In every. Russian camp along the great 
river the men were inspected during the 
day. 
The arms were exomined and the 
cartridges were seen to be full count. 
The 
troops quartered in towns passed the night 
more agreeably than those who slept in the 
open fleld, because the latter were com­ 
pelled literally to sleep with their guns 
in their hands. 


TBE OBAND ADVANCE. 
On W ednesday the first move in the 
descent into Bulgaria was made at Kalarash. 
The bombardment of W iddin, Nicopolis, 
gistova, Bustchuk, Tnrtukai and Silistria 
continued in a more furious manner. 
The 
scenes of destruction reported from Bust­ 
chuk repeated themselves in every Turkish 
town assailed.

EESISTANOE OP THE TOBES. 
The Turkish force opposing this move­ 
m ent was soon reinforced from the neigh­ 
boring towns of Bjela, Batin, Nowigrad and 
other points, but they did not arrive in 
time to crush the first parties of Russians 
that landed, and were met on the shore by 
en overwhelming force, which drove them 
back by a tremendous musketry fire. 


TWO lEINTB kADE. 
AttempU at crossing made by the Russians 
at Bastchuk and Turtnkoi were unsuooess- 
ful. 
These 
movements were evidently 
feints to oocupy the attention of the B ust­ 
chuk, Turtnkoi and Silistria garrisons.

From Tnrtukai to Silistria It la thirty miles. 
The last named lortreaa la at the nortbcatioro angle 
ot tbo quiidrllaieral, and since the occupation of tho 
Uobrudsehi by the Ruislana represents tba right ol tbe 
Torkisb line lor tbo dolence of the Danube. 
It Is. as 
roceutly desoribed In tbo Hmralo, an important place 
ot Btrengtb, defended by a bastioned encslnto and ny 
detnchod forts oonatructed on tbe crests of ibu bills 
Imincdlaioly In roar of tbe town. The heights still 
fiirtlior ID tho roar of Billstria command It, and It la 
probable that it tbe Riiesleni succeed in eeialng tbem 
Silistria will speodily tall.

Silently and steadily battalion after bat­ 
talion and battery after battery moved into 
its assigned position, the greatest possible 
care being taken to avoid attracting atten­ 
tion. 
The most perfect order and discipline 
prevailed, and every man acted as if the 
issue of the war depended on the manner 
in which ho executed his individual duty. 


WAITINO FOB THE DAWN. 
The point selected for the landing on the 
Bulgarian side was about two miles below 
SIstova, where it hod b«Ain pr&vloosly a«- 
certained by efficient Russian spies that the 
oiroamstanoeE wore favorable. 
Tbe men 
slept 
little 
that 
night, 
the 
ground 
being 
damp, 
and 
the 
morning 
was 
awaited 
with 
feverish 
anxiety. 
Not 
a sound was heard bnt the tramp of men as 
they moved into their places, or the dull 
noise made by wogon or artillery wheels. 
Tho orders wero given in subdued tones, 
and as few lights as possible wore visible. 
It was a night of deep suspense and of 
eager hope for the soldiers who, on the 
morrow, ^rero to bo face to face with tho 
hated Moslem. 


THE FIBST D&TACBMENT STAETED. 
At dawn on Wednesday m orning the 
order to move was given, every man fell 
into his place and the work of crossing the 
river in face of the enemy was begun. 
A 
number of boats hod been collected, and 
into these the first dctoohment stepped 
after a few encouraging words from their 
officers. 
The boats were pulled briskly out 
into the streom and made straight for tho 
Bulgarian shore, followed by tho eager eyes 
of their comrades. 
The troops composing 
this advanced guard were all picked men, 
and a finer or more soldierly «et of fellows 
could not be seen. 


THE TURES OPEN FIRE. 


Their movement was observed from the 
Bulgarian side, and a heavy fire waa opened 
on the boats from tbe Turkish artillery. 
Tho boats pushed gallantly on, however, 
and as they neared the other shore the 
Turkish infantry commenced a vigorous 
fusillade. Detachment after detachment fol­ 
lowed from the Russian side in boats, and 
as they ran in toward the enemy’s position 
they returned the m usketry fire with good 
effect 
The Russian batteries meanwhile 
kept up a terrific cannonade to cover the 


landing. 


A LANDING EFFECTED, 
As the first boats dashed into tho bank 
tho men leaped ashoie with a ringing cheer 
and immediately formed a strong skirmish 
line to protect the landing. 
Boat after boat 
pushed in and company after company dis­ 
embarked, and soon a sufficient force was 
assembled to justify an attack on the nearest 
Turkish position. 
The Turkish infantry 
were vigorously charged and after a brief 
bnt desperate struggle were driven from 
the landing place at tho point of the 


bayonet. 


PBOMPT AND EFFECTIVE WORK. 


By seven o’clock a whole brigade was 
across, and the movement was kept up 
without a moment’s interruption or delay. 
Everything had been provided for with 
wonderful foresight, and tho orders of the 
oomraandcrs were executed with the greatest 


promptness and precision. At noon a whole

division was over, and another division 
ready to start at a moment’s notice on the 
Roumanian shore. 


SEIZING THE HEIGHTS NBAD BISTOVA. 
At nine o’clock iu the morning a body of 
Turkish infantry, 3,000 strong, was pushed 
forward and commenced an attack on the 
troops that had been landed. 


A sharp fight epsued, but 
Turks wore 
in a short timo driven back by tho fire of 
the Yoliebine brigade. 
This brigade, fol­ 
lowing up its first victory, soon after took 
poBsesbion of the heights near Sistova and 
establishcd thomaclvcs firmly there, so as 
to protect the landing of tho troops which 
followed them. 


SISTOVA OCCUPIED AND THE DANUBE BRIDGED. 
Bo successful has the movement across 
tbe river been at this point that the Tnrkish 
resistance has been completely overcome 
and tho Russians occupied 
Bistova on 
'Ibursday. 
As soon os that operation was 
completed a bridge was thrown across the 
Dannbe and the whole Eighth corps moved 
over to the Bulgarian side. 


A OATJ.AKT TOUNG PRINCE. 
Many officers and soldiers greaUy distin­ 
guished themselves during the execution 
of 
this 
brilliant 
movement, 
but the 
youngest son of the Grand Duke Nicholas 


did so in a particnlnrljr brilliant manner. 


THE GBAND DUKE ON THE GBOUND. 
The Grand Duke Nicholas himself, with 
General Nopokortschitzky, olief of staff of 
tho array of the Danube, and tbo whole 
staff of tho Grand Duke, arrived over later 
on. 
Tho Grand Duke expressed himself 
highly gratified at the conduct of the 


troops throughout tho day, and indeed he 
could not be otherwise than pleased. 
Tho 


Russians fought splendidly, and no ona 


who had an Opportunity of witnessing their 
magnificent work that day when face to face 
with the Turks could for a moment doubt 
their superiority. 
Their loss was compara­ 
tively light. 


Ten thousand Russians occupied tho 
Island of Boruca, opposite Kalarash, and 
probably landed near Silistria. 
Thns the 
movement embraced the entire Tnrkish de­ 
fence line of tho Danube. 


CROSSING AT WIDDIN. 
It is also believed that tho crossing was 
successfully effected at Widdin. 
Tho Rou­ 
manians had established on the neighbor­ 
ing islands in the river forts from which tho 
landing was covered. 


TO rUK LAST CARTBIDOE. 
At nearly nil points appalling slaugbtor 
occurred. 
The Tnrks exhibited the most 
desperate valor and in many instnnocs ex­ 
pended their last cartridges before retiring. 
They wero evidently surprised by tho sud­ 
denness of the Russian attack and were no­ 
where lully prepared to meet it. 


TWO CtTTES IN FLAMES. 


Owing 
to 
the 
terrible 
sevority 
of 
the 
bombardments of 
Nicopolis 
and 
Widdin, 
both 
towns 
are 
in 
flames, 
and 
tho 
Turkish 
stores 
in 
tho 
latter 
are 
in 
imminent 
danger 
of 
destruction. 
The destruction of Widdin by 
fire will bring matters to a crisis in the gar­ 
rison, even if it is able to hold out against 
the Russian and Roumanian invaders. 


THE KET OF THE DANUBE. 
The Russian position at Sistova is of 
eminnnt strategical value because it gives its 
possessors the command 
of 
the whole 
northeastern 
Danube 
portion 
of 
Bui- 
garis, rendering easy the oircnmrenting 


of 
the 
chain 
of 
Turkish 
fortresses 


which reach to the Balkans. 
In other 
words, the famous quadrilateral, about which 
so much has been said, can be converted 
into four isolated fortresses. 
Of course, the 
Russians do not expect to get past s u c h a 
strong fortress as Shumla without a desper­ 
ate fight. 
NEVER READY AT THE DECISIVE MOMENT. 
Many theories are advanced to account 
for tho carelessness of the Turks. 
The sim­ 
ple truth is that they did not expect their 
enemies. 
It is certain, in any event, that 
their inattention to the duties whioh they 
were posted upon tho Danube to perform 
has greatly contributed to the general suc­ 
cess of Wednesday. 


THE PART WHICH SUMMER PLATED. 
Above Tnrnu-M arguroli, at tho mouth of 
the Aluta River, and at Katnovac Island, 
opposite Islas, the Russians wero permitted 
to make a quiet embarkation. 
They found 
easy concealmcmt among the trees and 
underbrush. 
On the island of Vornim, 
below Bimnitza and opposite Bistova, like­ 
wise, there was a dense growth of under­ 
wood, and behind this cover the Eighth 
corps embarked on barges. 
The pontoons 
were joined together with rafters, and clear­ 
ing the eastern point of tho island tbo long 
floating 
bridge was soon 
swung into 
tbe stream and floated to tbo other side of 
the river, tho landing being effected on 
the edge 
of 
a 
wide-spreading plain. 
Tho Turks had 
only three 
battalions 
and a few badly served cannon to op­ 
pose tho disembarkation, and made only 
a slight and ineffectual resistance, 
Tho 
garrison 
of 
Bistova 
had 
evidently 
trnstod 
to 
tho 
five 
kilometers 
(three 
and 
three-quarter 
miles) 
6f 
water, 
formed 
by 
the 
many 
islands, 
for 
protection. 
This account of tho crossing at 
Bistova is obtained from official sources at 
Bucharest, and will be seen to differ slightly 
as to minor details ffom the description of a 


H ebald correspondent, an eye witness to 
the passage, given below. 


OFFHTAL t’-ONFtRMATION, 
The following telegram was received in 
S t IM orsburg yesterday morning from 
the Grand 
Dnke N icholas:--“Tho dif­ 
ficult and complicated task

and tho surrounding heights are in our 
hands. 
General 
DragomirofTs division,

All the troops of General Ziminerroan 
have crossed the Dannho at Oalatz.

The special correspondent of the H era ld 
at Bucharest confirms the report already 
cabled of the evacuation of Tcbemavoda 
and Medjidi by the Turks. 
Tbe Russiani 
are now within twelve miles of Tchernavoda 
and all resistance to their advance in the 
Dobrudsha mny bo said to be prootioally at 
an end. 


A RUbSlAN r e p u l se NEAR ZEWIN. 
The 
H era ld 
correspondent with the 
Tnrks at Erzcroum telegraphs that on Mon­ 
day 10,000 Turks, commanded by Fegi 
Pacha, 
had an engagement near Zewin 
with 16,000 Russians. 
The Turks oc­ 
cupied 
a 
strongly 
intrenched 
posi­ 
tion, which tho Russians assaulted. 
They 
were driven back repeatedly, but several 
times renewed the assault, and fought with 
great bravery. Though superior in num ­ 
bers the strength of tbe Turks* position 
more than oounterbslanoed this advantage, 
and they were eventually repulsed. 
Tha 
Russian loss was very heavy. 


DAJAZID BECAITUBED. 
The same correspondent reports that th« 
Turks have recaptured Btyozid after a sharp 
struggle, and the Russian left wing is now 
surronnded by M ukhtar f*aoha’s forces. 
The Russian loss in this battle is stated by 
the Turks to be 3,000, but the number is 
probably much exaggerated.

The WRATHKii.r—I'he teiu(ierature has fallen 
iecidodly along the Middle Atlantic coast aud 
•vcr the lako region, but lias risen in the Cen­ 
tral, Southom, Wcstein and Northwestern dis­ 
tricts. The pressure is tlightíy above the meau 
iu Canada and ou the Middle Atlantic ooast and 
is highest in the Southern Status. It is lowest 
in the Northwest through the Lower .Missonri, 
Upper Mississippi aud Ohio valleys, tho western 
part of the Middle States and tho northern part 
of the New England 8tatcs and New Bruns- 
wiek.

T b e D a n w b e C ro s s e d . 
The first great movement of the war is ac­ 
complished. The chief defensive line of the 
Turks in Europe has been forced at nearly 
every point The full intelligence which we 
present this morning fTom our correspond­ 
ente at the seat of war, in advance even of 
the London press, shows that the Russians 
have been sacoessful at almost every point, 
and develops their strategy and the pur­ 
pose and meaning of all their preparations. 
We now begin to understand the reasons 
for tho apparently inexplicable delays 
that have so long marked the Russian 
advance. 
Entering Roumania by a sin­ 
gle route it required a vast amount of 
preparation and labor to deploy the immense 
Russian army along the lino of the Turkish 
defences on the Danube. This extremely 
difficult and, in some respoots, extraordinary 
militery undertaking has been accom­ 
plished in a very complete and sucoeesful 
manner. The time expended in it is not 
more than commensurate with tho magni­ 
tude and difficulties of the object in view. 
The movement was begun during a sea­ 
son when alternations of heat and cold 
produced heavy freshets in the rivers and 
converted 
the 
roads into mere 
miry 
tracks. 
With admirable 
patience 
the 
Russian commanders pushed their ad­ 
vance 
slowly 
but 
surely 
westward 
through Roumania, until their right wing 
rested on the Alnta Valley. 
The extension 
of this great line, as well as the protection 
of the Russian tight, was committed to the 
Roumanian forces under Prince Charles. 
This disposition served the double purpose 
of securing the co-operation of the Rou­ 
manian army in the general plan of cam­ 
paign and restraining it from premature 
hostilities against 
Turkey. 
Thus the 
Russian 
advance 
wus 
a 
combined 
military and political measure. 
When all 
was ready, but not until then, the Russian 
army began its grand advance upon the 
Danube, and by a series of finely planned 
strategic movements has at comparatively 
small cost seized the chief line of tho Turk- 
i.sh defence. 
Beginning at Widdin we may this morn­ 
ing follow on the map the line of the 
Danube to its mouth, and discover the 
Russians in possession of every strategic 
point, 
with 
the 
exception 
of 
Rust- 
chuk and 
Silistria. 
Rustchuk,* though 
held 
by 
the 
'l\irks, 
is 
now 
only 
a heap of ruins ; while, as our special de­ 
spatches state, ton thousand Russians are 
believed to have already landed near Silis­ 
tria. 
, 
Our opinion that the bombardment of 
Rustchnk was simply intended to cover 
some other Russian movement not far away 
was correct, and the other movement was 
the crossing of the Danube at Sistovn by a 
part of the Russian right wing. The report 
that tho bombardment had no other military 
object than the reduction of the place 
accords to the place as a fortress far 
more respect than the Russians proba­ 
bly feel for it. It is one of the queer 
traditions of soldiering scionoo that a great 
deal of noise made with the artillery at a 
given point will so concentrate the enemy's 
attention úpon that point that ttV will lo«« 
the 
faculty 
of 
common 
observation 
even 
os 
to some 
other given . point 
where it 
is intended 
to 
deliver a 
serious blow. This theory of observation 
and attention is continued in the regular 
practice of war despite the well known fact 
thai it must necessarily be of no value, inas­ 
much as those appointed to watch one place 
are indifferent to noise made at another 
place. Indeed, the sudden commencement 
of a fierce bombardment is rather a notifi­ 
cation to the enemy that you are on the 
move, and should therefore excite him to 
more than usual vigilance, and generally 
does. But the resistance to the passage at 
Sistova w’as not effective, and was certainly 
not made in great force. 
This operation 
has, therefore, not drawn any consider­ 
able part of the Ottoman army from its 
camp within tho quadrilateral, and it may 
be taken for granted that the Russians have 
by this time obtained a good footing on the 
southern side of the river, to the west of 
the Jantra. 
The crossing at- Sistova and Nicopolis 
was accomplished, our correspondents re­ 
port, under the immediate inspection of 
the Czar. 
By a 
strange fatality the 
Turks 
seem to 
have 
overlooked the 
possibility 
that 
the 
Rnssians 
could 
use the rivers in this immediate neighbor­ 
hood for the construction of their pontoons, 
and avail themselves of the 
numerous 
islands, many 
of which are 
densely 
wooded, 
to cover their 
preparations. 
The capture of Sistova gives the Russians a 
strong tile tie poni for a military bridge over 
which they can draw supplies for their 
centre. 
This bridge will 
communicate 
with 
roads leading 
almost 
directly 
to Alexandria, Bucharest and the Rouma­ 
nian railroad system. As tho supply of the 
army in Bulgaria forma even a greater diffi­ 
culty for the Russians than defeating tho 
'I’urks the seizure of defensible points of 
crossing, connecting with main roads, is of 
tbe utmost importance to them. 
The heaviest fighting appears to have been 
at Sistova and Nicopolis, where the Turks 
made a gallant and desperate resistance. 
Unfortunately for them they were unequal in 
numbers to the task of resistance, and they 
were pushed from the bank of the river by tho 
pertinacious attack of superior numbers. The 
entire Russian Eighth corps is now on Bul­ 
garian soil, and the Turkish line is pene­ 
trated and broken into three seciiona, only 
one of which can be considered at all de­ 
fensible, 
'i'be military situation this morning, as 
reported by our correspondents, is about 
as follows ;~AU 
the 
territory of 
the 
Dobrudsohii is practically in the hands 
of 
the 
Russians. 
They 
also 
hold 
the 
Bulgarian

between Kostchuk and Widdin. Tbe ter­

will centre at Shumla, which is the citadel 
of Bulgaria and the only place strong 
enough to check the Russian advonce 
across the Balkans. 


T h e P r o c l a m a t i o n o t t k o C a a r . 
The Czar marks the crossing of the Danube 
by a proclamation to the Bulgarians, in 
which he declares the objects of the 
war, so far as this 
province is con­ 
cerned. 
He promises equal justice to 
Christians and Turks, but declares his fixed 
purpose to punish the authors of the 
atrocities which 
have been committed 
in 
tho 
province. 
He 
assures 
the 
Christian population of permanent protec­ 
tion and of lawful government, and ad­ 
monishes them to form themselves into armed 
legions for the maintenance of civil rule. 
He reasserts the duty of Russia toward 
the 
Christians 
of 
the 
principalities, 
and 
his 
purpose 
to 
establish 
local 
civil 
government 
for 
them 
and 
to 
protect them in all their rights. 
The 
Turks are assured that they shall re­ 
ceive protection and equal rights if they 
conform themselves to the new condi­ 
tions. 
This important document marks the real 
opening of the war, and commits Russia to 
the establishment of the necessary reforms 
at any cost and against all opposition.

The firm and manly attitude of the Secre­ 
tary of State in regard to the robberies on 
tho Texas border has produced, as we ex­ 
pected, an immediate good effect. 
Presi­ 
dent Diaz promptly acknowledged our right 
to defend ourselves against those raids and 
to pursue the robbers across the border; and 
wo now hear from Washington of a mixed 
commission, composed of Americans and 
Mexicans, to sit as a court on the border and 
have jurisdiction of predatory offences. By 
this moans the two Republics can take legal 
cognizance of such oftences, and this mixed 
court will be at hand to promptly and ef­ 
fectually punish the perpetrators, when the 
forces of the two countries have caught 
them. Before such a commission can be 
brought proof also that certain men in au­ 
thority iu the northern States of Mexico 
countenance and assist the robbers, and 
these politicians can thus be punished and 
the whole system broken up. 
This plan strikes us os well calculated to 
put on end to the border troubles with­ 
out a war, which nobody wants, and with 
such friendly co-operation 
between the 
two 
governments 
as cannot help but 
bring them into good accord on other 
questions, such as those of trade. 
It 
is thus once more shown, as we have 
frequently remarked, that a firm and manly 
foreign policy, requiting justioe, is the 
reverse of a warlike policy. 
The plan 
of a mixed commission will probably set at 
rest the rumors of intrigues for the acquisi­ 
tion of Mexican territory which have been 
for some time in circulation and of which a 
Texan correspondent speaks elsewhere. 
He 
proposes that the United States shall take the 
northern States of Mexico and in return as­ 
sume the debt of about two hundred millions 
of dollars which Mexico is said to owe to 
European creditors. It seems to us scarcely 
probable that the American people will con­ 
sent at this time to add two hundred 
millions to the national debt 
Wc prefer 
the plan of Secretary Evarts, of a mixed 
commission. 
Two hundred millions is not 
R trifling sum in these hard times, or indeed 
at any time.

Tho contest between Yale and Harvard 
to-day promises to be tho best and closest 
eight-oared race ever seen in this country. 
Sixteen men have been oorefnlly preparing 
for many months under experienced coaches 
and with every facility at their command for 
the ardnons struggle. 
The two crews will 
go to tho score very evenly matched, so 
evenly that no man dare say positively which 
will win- 
Yale, by her good work a year 
ago and her very excellent work at Phila­ 
delphia last fall, has tbe immediate prestige, 
and to say that she would win because she 
then won might be easy were her men 
the same as then. But while the four she 
keeps are unusually good oars the other 
four are new hands—newer than Harvard’s. 
Tbe latter gets the benefit of remaining 
in the Rowing Association through lost 
season, for then she had a hard freshman’s 
race to row, and Brigham and Crocker, 
her stroke and bow tlien, are now proving 
good men in the university boat. 
Again, 
it will be remembered that while Yale dis­ 
posed of her a year ago so easily. Harvard 
but a few weeks later had made marked 
improvement and at Baratoga whipped the 
field, aave Cornell, and drew on oven 
her very plainly ou the home mile. 
While tho critics agree that Yule’s coach 
has his team in better form they equally 
incline to the belief that Harvard has 
more power. The Yale men are older and 
tailor and the Harvard notioeably the 
heavier. Yolo was certainly tlio favorite till 
very recently, and probably is slightly 
so y e t;. but Harvard’s race on Tuesday 
brought her many valuable bite of ex­ 
perience, not the least that of being aecond 
for tho first half mile or more, and then 
drawing up to and past her rival. 
This has 
increased the confidence of her friends. It 
is nowhere claimed that she does not know 
how to use her power or to get a deal of 
speed out of the boat or that she cannot stay. 
Altogether Yale can hanlly afford to force 
the pace this time. If she does not, and 
Harvard gets tho lead, tho chances are she 
will keep it. 
If Yale gets away the faster, 
unless by a decided rush as last year, she 
will stand more chance of overdoing herself 
than her more ^lowerfal rival. 
If she wins 
it cannot be by much. It will be no snr- 
prise if, as has happened in tho Oxford- 
Cambridge mateh, and twice last fall on the 
Schuylkill, thai the lead at the finish ie not 
a dozen feet. Barring foals and accidents 


it looks as though that lead would be Har­ 
vard’s.

We print this morning, without abridg­ 
ment, the report of the Attorney General to 
the Governor giving the history of his recent 
connection with the Ring anits and his 
reasons for not accepting Tweed’s so-called 
confession. ThU document will be read with 
interest both for the fresh information it 
communicates and for the light it reflects 
on past transactions. 
It gives the inside 
history of several things of which the pub­ 
lic bos heretofore had but a vague general 
knowledge. 
Among 
other 
things 
of 
similar interest 
it 
presents 
the text 
of the 
agreement 
made 
by the law 
officers of the State aud city by which 
Sweeny was guaranteed immunity from 
arrest either on criminal prosecutions or 
civil suits for thirty days after the conclu­ 
sion of his trial—a cnrious document. It 
gives the circumstantial report made to the 
Attorney General by Mr. Peokhom and his 
associate counsel explaining the reasons of 
their compromise with Sweeny. It contains 
interesting statements connected with, and 
throwing light npon, the attempt of Tweed 
to got released from prison on a proffer to 
turn State’s evidence. 
Even before Mr. Townsend’s recent state­ 
ment, and especially since, the public has 
felt that Mr. Fairchild needed vindication. 
It was thought that ho hod played fast 
and loose 
with 
Tweed, 
encouraging 
hopes 
which 
he 
meant 
to 
dis­ 
appoint, and using confidential informa­ 
tion to promote political objects. 
After 
reading his statement tbe public will con­ 
sider whether it has not reason to revise its 
judgment. It will be generally admitted 
that ho was well advised in doolining to 
make a direct reply to Mr. Townsend. 
In judging of the sufficiency of Mr. Fair­ 
child’s vindication the public is under the 
disadvantage of being unable to compare 
his statements with the actual confession. 
Bat if he has represented it unfairly it is in 
the power of Tweed to expose any disingen­ 
uousness by giving the document to the 
press. Until that is done it is courteous 
to assume that the .Attorney General has 
not misrepresented its contents. This officer 
states that it contained nothing which would 
be of any value as evidence without corrobo­ 
ration, and that all his attempts to obtain 
from Tweed such confirmatory proofs as 
wonld render bis confession available in the 
prosecution of other offenders resulted in 
failure. Tweed was in the position of a 
witness offering 
to sell his testimony 
for a consideration. Testimony thus ob­ 
tained is always looked upon by courts 
and juries with suspicion, and especially in 
coses like that of Tweed, where it would con­ 
tradict his own previous statements given 
under oath in a court of justice. 
Without 
corroboration no jury would give it much 
weight. 
Mr. Fairchild professes that he 
had an anxiety to accept Tweed’s proffer if 
he could thereby have gained the means 
of 
bringing 
other 
felons to 
justice, 
but 
he 
declares 
that, after 
all 
bis 
efforts, he was uDable to draw out from 
Tweed anything which would liave been of 
service in a trial. 
If Mr. Fairchild's judg­ 
ment on this point 'wSs oorirect it was not 
merely his right but his duty to reject 
Tweed’s offer. He alleges that he took cure 
to keep Tweed in the dark os to the nature 
of the testimony which he would have 
deemed important, because Tweed had 
shown symptoms of a willingness to testify 
to order if he could secure a release. 
On 
the main point of the propriety of rejecting 
Tweed's proposal to turn State’s evidence 
the Attorney General's statements mnst be 
accepted, unless Tweed con show, by pub­ 
lishing his confession, that his offer was 
undervalued. 
Mr. Townsend's inculpation conveyed the 
idea, by insinuations and innuendoes, in­ 
deed, rather than by direct charges, that 
Mr. Tilden dictated and controlled the ac­ 
tion of tho Attorney General. On this point 
Mr. Fairchild is very explicit. He declares 
that the only point on which Mr. Tilden gave 
him specific advice was in counselling him 
to see Mr. O'Gonor and to be guided by his 
judgment respecting tbe value of the confes­ 
sion. This advice was followed, but Mr. 
O’Conor pleaded age and inflrmitios and de­ 
clined to have any farther connection with 
the suits to which, in their earlier stages, he 
hod devoted so much time and labor.

The Aldermen having authorized the trial 
of “noiseless steam engines” on the Third 
avenue horse car line have deputized five of 
their number, who know as much about 
steam engines as about astronomy, to direct j 
and supervise tho experiment 
The only I 
questions that should be considered in I 
deciding whether steam engines ought to be 
allowed to run in tho avenues ood streets of 
the city relate rt> the safety and convenience 
of the people and the proper protection and 
free use of the public highways. 
The ox- 
periiuoDt, if permitted at all, should be 
made under the supervision of some intelli­ 
gent and capable authority, such, for in­ 
stance, as the engineers of the Department 
of Public Works. The Aldermen are elected 
to protect and promote the public interests 
and not tlie interests of railroad corpora­ 
tions, and however profitable the use of 
steam engines or dummies might prove to 
the Third Avenue Horse Gar Company it 
ought not to bo authorized unless it cun bo 
ahown to be of decided public advantage, 
and to bo wholly free from objection either 
on tho point of danger or obstructivcness. 
Tho “experiment" is to be made with five 
steam engines, and it is left discretionary 
with tho Aldermen where they shall be run— 
whether over tho whole lino or only over a 
part The pnly practicable use of steam on 
the Third avenue road would bo between 
Harlem Bridge opd the Sixty-fifth street 
depot, dispensing altogether with horses. 
It wonld be absurd to use both dummies 
and horse power, since it would be neces­ 
sary to stop the horse cars a certain length 
of time in order to leave the track clear for 
tho dummy train. 
This would cause such 
an accumulation of passengers that it would 
require on impracticably long train to carry 
them. For in8tanc^ cars are started from 
Harlem every two minutes in the busy 
hours of the morning and carry proba­ 


bly on an average fifty pasaengors each. 
To 
gain 
ten 
minutes 
time for 
the 
steam troin between Harlem Bridge and 
tho depot wonld require the detention of five 
horse cars, and this would leave two hun­ 
dred and fifty passengers to be carried, 
which would need a train composed of six 
of the large, open summer cars if all are to 
be seated. 
If horses are dispensed with 
above the Sixty-fifth street depot, and dum­ 
my trains are run between Harlem Bridge 
and the depot every five minutes, providing 
seats for all, it would require a train as long 
as three open cars or five ordinary cars to 
accommodate the passengers daring the 
busy hours. W’e leave the property ownei-s 
in Harlem and on Third avenue above the 
depot to decide how greatly this would im­ 
prove their property and business. 
Even 
then through passengers would not gain ten 
minutes time between Harlem Bridge and 
the City HalL The idea of the public being 
benefited by this “dummy” proposition is 
preposterous. It may, however, enable the 
Third Avenue Railroad Company to substi­ 
tute some less expensive motive power for 
the horse, at the risk of life and to the dam­ 
age of property, while retaining all the in- 
couveniences and discomforts of the present 
abominable cars.
